GREAT QUININE EATERS. 


Americans Consume Immense Quantie 
ties of the Drug. 


It is estimated that during and since 
the war with Spain over. 125,000,000 
grains of quinine have been issued to 
American soldiers suffering with fever. 
In some cases men who were in the 
hospitals were dosed with as much as 
300 grains per week, and almost every 
man in the army took the drug at some 
period of his service, either for its cur- 
ative or preventive effect. Yet, as 


large as these figures are, they are 


hardly as surprising as those for the 


entire population of the United States. 


We are s race of quinine eaters and 


the people of this country consume 


one-third of the quinine of the world, 
says the Scientific American, Although 
such doses as prevailed in Cuba and 
Porto Rico are seldom taken:in the 
states, there are few people here who 
do not at some time during the year 
take quinine in some form or other. 
The drug is used in the preparation of 
many patent medicines, tonics, bitters, 
cold cures, etc., even in hair tonics for 
external application. The officia! fig- 
ures of the treasury department show 
that last year there were imported in- 
to the United States 1,539,056,750 
grains of quinia. This means a con- 


sumption of something like twenty 


grains for every man, woman and 
child, as there are practically no ex- 
ports of this article. 

For many years all the quinine of 
commerce came from the wild trees of 
Peru, but with the present great de- 
mand the refined product obtained 
from the wild trees of its native habi- 
tat would supply but a small propor- 
tion of the worla’s requirements. At 
the present time two-thirds of the qui- 
nine used is produced in Java, -n isl- 
and of the East Indian archipelago, 
corresponding closely in size to Cuba, 
and having with it many features of 
soil and climate in common. `

“There is no getting around the fact 
that a nation is respected abroad for 
its ability to put up a good fight,” said 
Mr. W. C. Culbertson, of Baltimore, 
Mr. Culbertson is bu er for a large 
Northern house and ivcently made a 
visit to France, Germany and Eng- 
land.

~ GREAT QUIN QUININE EATERS. EATERS. — 


Americans Consume Immense Quantie 
ties of the Drug. 

It is estimated that during and since 
the war with Spain over 125,000,000 
grains of quinine have been issued to 
American soldiers suffering with fever. 
In some cases men who were in the 
hospitals were dosed with as much as 
800 grains per week, and almost every 
man in the army took the drug at some 
period of his service, either for its cur- 
ative or preventive effect. Yet, as 


large as these figures are, they are 


hardly as surprising as those for the 


entire population of the United States. 


We are a race of quinine eaters and 
the people of this country consume. 
one-third of the quinine of the world, 
says the Scientific American, Although 
such doses as prevailed in Cuba and 
Porto Rico are seldom taken:in the 
states, there are few people here who 
do not at some time during the year 
take quinine in some form or other. 
The drug is used in the preparation of 
many patent medicines, tonics, bitters, 
cold cures, etc., even in hair tonics for 
external application. The officia! fig- 
ures of the treasury department show 
that last year there were imported in- 
to the United States 1,539,056,750 
grains of quinia. This means a con- 


sumption of something like twenty 


grains for every man, woman and 
child, as there are practically no ex- 
ports of this article. 

For many years all the quinine of 
commerce came from the wild trees of 
Peru, but with the present great de- 
mand the refined product obtained 
from the wild trees of its native habi- 


| tat would supply but a small propor- 


tion of the worla’s requirements. At 
the present time two-thirds of the qui- 
nine used is produced in Java, -n isl- 
and of the East Indian archipelago, 


| Corresponding closely in size to Cuba, 


and having with it many features of 
soil and climate in common. ` 

The history of cinchona culture in 
Java is interesting.- For thirty years 
the Dutch government, which owns 
Java, was urged to undertake in the 
island the introduction of this plant 
from Peru, and finally, in 1852, it em- 
ployed the botanist Hassharitoexplore 
the cinchona forests of Peru. He pro- 
cured a large number of varieties and 
took them to Java, where plantations 
were started, which have succeeded to 
the extent already indicated. The gov- 
ernment of India was not to be behind 
in the matter, and the cinchona plan- 
tations and factories of that region 
produce now their share of this impor- 
tant drug. The importance of sending 
trained explorers to find and import 
new and rare plants is shown in the 
early efforts of the Indian government 
to secure cinchona trees. Seven years 
of governmental correspondence failed 
to secure a single living plant of this 


1 species, when the government engaged 
Clement 


R. Markham to visit the 
mountains of Peru, at the risk of his 
life, and he succeeded in establishing 
in the British East Indies in a single 
year 9,732 cinchona trees.

which is wisely and more economically 
performed under contract to the lowest 
responsible bidder, as provided by ths 
constitution ; 

Resolved, That we ‘believe the people 
of the state will never saniction by their 
votes a constitutional amendment cre- 
ating such an establishment, and we 
will, as an association, use every honor- 
able means in our power to defeat such. 

Perhaps one of the most serious mis- 
takes made by the goverrment at 
Washington was ‘the establishment of 
its own printing office. It is a well- 
known fact that it has been a continuat 
iburden. of expense. To lessen to some 
extent this drain on the treasury it 
was not long ago that the postoffice de- 
‘partment withdrew its printing from 
the government concern and has since 
awarded it to the lowest bidder. Tn. 
doing so a large amount of money has 
‘been. saved, while the work has been of 
-a better class and more generally sat- 
isfactory. 

The very idea that the state of Mich- 
igan should do its: own printing is the 
personification, of absurdity. |

WASHINGTON, May  17—Advices 
have been received from Manila which 
indicate that the climax may occur at 
any hour. The officials here are very 
well pleased with the condition of af- 
fairs, but will not at present discuss 


the details of the dispatches. The indi- 


cations are that hositlities may end 
within a very short time. President Me- 
Kinley has been adviised. 

MINNEAPOLIS, March 17.—United 
States Senator Kyle, of South Dakota, 
says that President McKinley had re- 
ceived private dispatches to the effect 
that the Filipino republic is on its last 
legs. The senator says he has received 
this information from sources very near 
to the president, and that the latter ex- 
pects the final collapse of Aguinaldo’s 
government and complete possession by 
Gen. Otis within a few days. 


‘MANILA, March 17, 4 p. m.—Co. G, 
of the Washington regimient, has cap- 
tured 150 additional prisoners, near 
Taguig, and also seized some ammuni- 
tion.

MANY SUITS. 


Detroit, Ypsilanti and Ann Arbor. Ry 
flarvesting a Crop. 

The Detroit, Ypsii:nti & Ann Arbor 
railway seems to be harvesting a fine 
crop of damage suits, brought by peo- 
ple living along the right of way. 

The record on appeal of four suits 
that were tried before Justice of the 
Peace William H. Brewer, of Nankin 
township, were filed in the Wayne cir- 
cuit court yesterday. In three of these 
suits it was alleged that the fare the 
company is entitled to charge under its 
franchises from Wayne to Inkster is 5 
cents, and that the plaintiff, having 
boarded the car and having paid his 
legal fare was thereafter ejected from 
the car by the conductor for not pay- 
ing an additional fare.

Salt Mines Worked Since 1240. 

The salt mines of Wieliezka, near 
Cracow, Poland, were mentioned in 
1044, and have been worked since 1240. 
The first map of the mines was made in 
1638 by Martin German, a Swedish 
mine surveyor. The eight shafts now 
in existence are from 207 and 985 feet 
deep, and the length of the levels now 
open is 345,000 feet, with 115,500 feet 
of underground tram lines. Between 
1772 and 1892 about three million cubic 
yards have been excavated for the ex- 
traction of salt. Machine drills are 
now used and compressed powder is 
employed; about 1,187 pounds of pow- 
der are used per ton of salt produced.

quarter feet high by six and one-quar- 
ter feet wide.

Boy Driven from the Home 
by Adopted Father. 


Staid All Night in a Straw Stack— 
Feet Mass of Cood and Torn Flesh— 
Taken to the Homeopathic Hospital. 


Two farmers, G. H. Breningsthull and 
Claude Wilbur, brought to the city this 
morning a half frozen negro boy whom 
they found naked in a straw stack this 
morning. The lads feet and ankles are 
a mass of blood and torn flesh and he 
is entirely without their use. 

The boy gives the name of Fred Harp- 
er and says that he was driven frora 
home last night by his adopted father 
William Boone. He ran for miles and 
miles along the road with no clothing 
but a light shirt and finally became so 
tired and cold that he fell and was 
only able to drag himself to a straw 
stack standinig near the road and cover 
simself up in it.

Boone did 
not forcibly eject him from the house 
but he fled as he saw him looking about 
for a revolver.

MANY SUITS, 


Detroit, Ypzilanti and Ann Arbor. Ry 
flarvesting a Crop. 

The Detroit, Ypsii:nti & Ann Arbor 
railway seems to be harvesting a fine 
crop of damage suits, brought by peo- 
ple living along the right of way. 

The record on appeal of four suits 
that were tried before Justice of the 
Peace William H. Brewer, of Nankin 
township, were filed in the Wayne cir- 
cuit court yesterday. In three of these 
suits it was alleged that the fare the 
company is entitled to charge under its 
franchises from Wayne to Inkster is 5 
cents, and that the plaintiff, having 
boarded the car and having paid his 
legal fare was thereafter ejected from. 
ithe car ‘by the conductor for not pay- 
ing an additional fare. Dr. Joseph E. 
Bennett, James Robinson and Albert 
Smith were the plaintiffs, and each 
were given $10 damages and about $6 
costs, by Justice Brewer. 
erson, the fourth plaintiff, kicked on 
the charge demanded for transporta- 
tion from Detroit to Dearborn, and won 
before Justice Brewer, receiving a ver- 
dict of $20 and about $7 costs. Another 
case of this kind, Alfred Rice vs. the 
same company, concerning an over- 
charge from Detroit to Dearbcrn, was 
decided before Judge Fraser yesterday, 
the court directing the jury to bring in 
a verdict of 5 cents for the plaintiff. 
It is understood that the last case will 
be appealed to the supreme court by 
the company, the object being to secure 
a decision upon the validity of certain 
features of the franchise.

FAVORABLE 10 THE NORMAL, 


This morning the Normal received its 
iong expected. visit from the committee 
of state legislators. The Senators and 
representatives were accompanied by 
two members of the board of education 
and two county school commissioners, 
the whole party being as follows: Sen. 
Loomis, of kent County; Sen. Davis, of 
Mecosta; Sen. F. Lord, of Accania; Sen. 
A. J. Smith, of Lake City; Rep. Brownell 
and Mason, of the Ways and Means 
committee; Commissioner Parmatee, of 
Lapeer, Commissioner Campbell of St. 
Clair. i 

The distinguished guests rived in 
the city last evening at nine o’clock and 
bright and early this morning they were 
conveyed to the school. During the 
time for the school’s chapel exercises 
President Boone took occasion to pre- 
sent the visitors to the school and to 
call upon them for a few remarks. The 
sentiments voiced by those who re- 
sponded were in every way entirely fa- 
vorable to the institution and ifs growth 
and in high praise of the progress it 
has made during the past few years. 
No direct reference was made to the 
mill tax, for which the school is work- 
ing, but repeated assurances were given 
that the best interests of the school 
would be looked after. Supt. Ham- 
mond and E. F. Johnson, of the board 
of education, also made a few appropri- 
ate remarks.”

Said he: “Any institution, whatever 
its nature, makes better progress and 
accomplishes more if it is run on a 
fixed basis and with predetermined in-
